Every crop which pays for cultivation on rich soils may be profitably fertilized on poorer soils. Thus, 
land worth $50.00 per acre should at 6 per cent pay $3.00 per annum as interest on money invested besides 
ample returns for labor bestowed; while land worth $10.00 should pay at same interest rate only 60 cents. 
The difference in interest, $2.40, applied in well selected fertilizers annually, or three times this sum, 
$7.20, every third year, will make the poor soil as fertile as the other, and in many instances much more 
so.

The above figures while theoretically correct, or closely so, cannot be taken as infallible data from 
which to predict the crop increase to follow the use of fertilizers. Various causes may, and always do, 
exert modifying influences on the results obtained. Fertilizer applied to land already fairly productive, 
does not yield as large profits as where applied to thinner soils. While the reasons for this are numerous, 
they may all be fairly summed up by saying the more pressing needs of crops’ growing in impoverished 
soils causes them to consume a larger percentage of the applied fertilizers. In fertilizing for profit, there- 
fore, select the poorest land as that likely to give the largest net gains.

Wheel Hoes are the companion implements of Seed Drills, and are indispensable to market garden- 
ers, to sugar beet growers, to nurserymen, and to allfarmers who grow roots for stock or vegetables for 
market. By using good wheel hoes. one can piant five times his usual acreage of small hoed crops, with- 
out fear of being caught in their cultivation. 

It is a much less common mistake now than it was twenty years ago to imagine that these finely made 
tools are fit only for the playthings of fancy farmers, or for the gardens of the rich; or, as one person ex- 
pressed it, that they are too handsome for any place but the parlor.
